LAST ERUPTION OF 

LASSEN GREATEST 

___ 

Width of Grater Has Increased 
Sevenfold 

The most recent eruption of the new 
crater on Mount Lassen was the most 
violent that has occurred yet. The 
snowy summit of the peak, which 
showed bright white, was again black¬ 
ened by the volcanic ashes pourea 
forth over night. 

Appearances indicate that the vol¬ 
ume of ash and scoriae from the lat¬ 
est outbreak is far greater than the 
first output, which covered an area of 
100 acres ’to a depth of a quarter of 
an inch and has been estimated to 
have weighed 10,000 tons. 

The column of ascending steam 
from the crater was more plainly 
visible than at any time since the 
series of disturbances began. It 
could be seen as far as the mountain 
itBelf was distinguishable. At no 
time, however, has there been any 
authenticated report of flames or lava. ! 
Atmospheric conditions for observa- j 
tlon are best in the afternoon. 

Clouds of steam could be seen is¬ 
suing from the mountain’s crater for 
many miles around. 

Forest Supervisor Rushing says the 
crater is from six to seven times as 
large as when the mountain first be¬ 
came active. The forest department 
scouts the stories of flames issuing 
from the mountain. 

After months of experimentation the 
Pennsylvania Railroad has completed 
a series of psychological tests regard¬ 
ing the working of the human mind, 
to be applied to all applicants for po¬ 
sitions as engineers and other operat¬ 
ing officials in place of written and 
physical examinations. The manage¬ 
ment now is seriously considering the 
adoption of the idea, which is founded 
on principles laid down by Professor 
Munsterberg of Harvard.

PANAMA EXPOSITION NEWS 


Telegrams received by Mayor Rolph 
of San Francisco carry the news that 
Ban Francisco has won the 1915 con¬ 
vention of the National Association 
of Piano Merchants. Phil T. Clay, 
who sent one of the messages, has 
been elected president of the associa¬ 
tion. Other delegates in New York, 
where the organization is holding its 
annual convention, have wired their 
jubilation to the Mayor. It is said 
that the convention will lie the largest 
held in San Francisco next year, as 
affiliated organizations are expected 
to follow the course of the piano mer¬ 
chants. In addition, some of the 
world’s greatest artists will appear in 
concerts during the session, as efforts 
to make the meeting in 1915 interna¬ 
tional in character are bearing fruit. 
The congress in San Francisco will 
attract the attention of musicians all 
over the world. 

Congressman Julius Kahn has intro¬ 
duced a bill in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives directing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to have special coins 
Btruck at the San Francisco Mint in 
commemoration of the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition. It is pro¬ 
vided the designs shall be determined 
later. By the terms of the bill there 
are to be not more than 200,000 silver 
50-cent pieces, 25,000 gold $1 pieces, 
10,000 gold $2.50 coins and 2000 gold 
$50 coins. The Congressman desires 
that one-half of the $50 pieces be simi¬ 
lar in shape to the octagonal $50 
pieces issued in this State in 1851. 
At the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury the 50-cent silver coins 
would be finished and issued from ma¬ 
chinery to be installed as a part of 
the exhibit of the United States Mint 
at the Exposition. To maintain the 
exhibit as an educational feature it is 
provided in the bill that the 50-cent 
pieces may be remelted and reminted. 
All of the coins with the exception of 
the 50-cent coins are to be sold to the 
Exposition Company at par. Congress¬ 
man Metz of New York has introduced 
a bill providing that, beginning Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1915, 25-cent silver pieces be 
Issued, having on the obverse side a 
design commemorative of the Panama 
canal, and on the reverse side a de- 
Bign commemorative of peace. 


WASHlUiilUN LETTER 


(Special Correspondence.) 

How does the Democratic tariff, 
under the Wilson administration, hit 
the can farmer? 

In a recent statement the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
admitted there has been a large in¬ 
crease in food imports under the Un- 
derwood-Simmons tariff law and a 
corresponding decrease in food ex¬ 
ports. 

In March, 1914, when the new low 
tariff was in full operation the imports 
in foodstuffs were valued at more 
than $24,000,000, as against $17,500,000 
in March, 1913, when the farmers of 
the United States were doing busi¬ 
ness under the Payne-Aldrich act. 

Exports in the same month of 1914 
were below $7,200,000, as compared 
with more than $13,000,000 in the cor¬ 
responding month of last year. 

The significance of these figures 
will not be lost upon the farmers. No 
class of men is so mindful of its own 
interest as the agricultural popula¬ 
tion. The farmers are well organized 
for political purposes in their granges, 
and yet they make little noise before 
the elections. When the time comes 
they register their approval or disap¬ 
proval of the party in power with 
crushing effect. 

Farmers Will Vote Against Democrats 

Appeals to the prejudice or passion 
make little impression upon the farm¬ 
er. He is a close student of econom¬ 
ics. He is now informed by the Bu¬ 
reau that foreign interests sold $6,- 
500,000 more foodstuffs last March 
than in March of the previous year. 
He knows that the same amount of 
American farm products must have 
been displaced. 

Furthermore, the American farmer 
is now told that in addition to his loss 
in the domestic market, he lost $6,- 
700,000 in the foreign trade, as shown 
by the drop in exports. Therefore, 
the total loss to the American farmer 
in March, 1914, was $13,200,000. He 
will chalk that up against the Demo¬ 
cratic party and give his opinion of it 
at the polls next November. 
Democratic Tariff Spoiling Business. 

What is the condition of the coun¬ 
try after eight months of the Demo¬ 
cratic tariff bill and the Wilson ad¬ 
ministration? 

If activity in the iron and steel In¬ 
dustries or in manufacturing indus¬ 
tries in general is a safe gauge we 
are going through a period of great 
depression. In finance, in railroad 
circles, business is almost at a stand¬ 
still. New enterprises are not en¬ 
couraged. The banks have plenty of 
money, but they do not lend it. The 
transportation companies buy nothing. 
The investor shies clear of railroad 
stocks and bonds and turns to muni¬ 
cipal securities. Wherever there has 
been in the past the kind of financial 
activity mat spells construction, there 
is now stagnation, and, more than 
that, there is pessimism and distrust 
of the ability of the present adminis¬ 
tration and Congress to better the sit¬ 
uation. 

Only Two Parties Now. 

The issue to be decided at the polls 
next November is as clear and dis¬ 
tinct as any issue could possibly be. 
It can neither be evaded or obscured. 
Two political parties, no more, are to 
determine the iss e One party stands 
between the American producer and 
laborer on the one hand and their for 
elgn competitors on the other, and 
declares that American markets and 
labor belong to American producers 
and American workmen; the other 
party would remove all barriers and 
open American markets and work¬ 
shops to the products of labor in for¬ 
eign lands. There is no middle ground 
between the two. One must take sides 
either with the American or the for¬ 
eigner in the contest for the posses¬ 
sion of our markets and the control of 
our labor. One must either pull up 
or pull down the barriers between 
them, for there can be no neutrals In 
this warfare. Tariff duties cannot be 
laid that will not do the one thing or 
the other. All duties cannot be laid 
that will not do the one thing or the 
other. All duties must necessarily 
either retard or facilitate Importations. 
Which shall it be? Shall our tariff 
policy retard importations for the ben¬ 
efit of home labor, home industry, 
home business, home prosperity? Or 
shall our tariff policy encourage and 
increase importations for the profit of 
foreigners and to the detriment of our 
own people? That Is the main issue, 
the one big issue to be decided at the 
polls. 

It is impossible to believe that 
American voters will decide against 
American prosperity, and support the 
Democratic candidates for Congress 
and Senate. 


CANNERS BUYING 
UP FRUIT CROPS 


Curtail Shipments 
Eastern States 


to 


That the high prices being paid by 
canners will affect considerably the 
amount of fruii sent East this year is 
the freely expressed opinion of a num¬ 
ber of prominent fruit men. It is 
pointed out that at present the can¬ 
neries are in direct competition with 
shippers for fruit, and because of the 
large returns they are able to assure 
growers, many orchardists are selling 
to canners. With this condition ship¬ 
pers are in hearty accord, for the re 
suit will be the taking off the market 
Hie previously ever-present surplus, 
which acted as such a demoralizing 
force. 

Choice crops of Bartlett pears are 
selling at $50 a ton and apricots in the 
best districts bring up to $40, although 
the ordinary prices run from $25 to 
$30, and these prices are for orchard 
run, although the orchards are of the 
better class. This means that it will 
ce difficult to secure pears for ship¬ 
ment and in a short time hard to ob¬ 
tain apricots. 

In peaches, the situation is different 
Nobody is looking for peaches. The 
shipper does not want them, for the 
Georgia peach crop is of large size and 
excellent quality. The canner is not 
in the market for them, except for 
some special varieties, and prices run 
all the way from $17.50 to $32.50. Dried 
peaches are bringing fair prices. 

The prices received in the Eastern 
markets for California fruit last week 
were eminently satisfactory, except for 
cherries, and for that fruit when of 
good quality. 

The week saw the arrival of the 
first “tragedy plums,’ these selling in 
Pittsburg at $3. They were shipped 
from near Visalia. Peaches, apricots 1 
and Clyman plums were received in 
considerable quantities and all brought 
good prices. 

Comparative shipments in carloads 
show 1914 still far ahead of 1913, al¬ 
though cherry shipments, now nearing 
the end of the season, are being rap¬ 
idly overtaken by those of 1913, and 
will probably be passed this week. The 
other varieties, owing largely to the 
earlier season, are still far in the lead. 
The comparative figures are:

Baum of the Pacific Coast League de¬ 
clares a coast-wide campaign has been 
started to protect the sport from pro¬ 
fessional gamblers. 

A project for the construction of a 
system of individual mountain boule¬ 
vard units extending at intervals from 
Reno, Nev., to Sacramento to connect 
with the Sacramento-San Francisco 
State highway, was lanuched at Sac¬ 
ramento with the backing of a num¬ 
ber of Sacramento and Northern Cali¬ 
fornia business men. 

Acting for New York and California 
capitalists, a Sacramento realty con¬ 
cern has reported the sale of the 1400- 
acre Huston tract in Yolo county, 
! three miles northeast of Winters, for 
$200,000. The property is to be highly 
improved for hog raising purposes. 
I The proposed new trolley line between 
Winters and Woodland will run di¬ 
rectly through the tract. * 

A grasshopper, which has proved 
Immune to all sprays tried, is doing 
serious damage to the great vine¬ 
yards of Kings and the southern por¬ 
tion of Fresno counties. The insect 
sucks the juice from the leaves, which 
fall, leaving the unprotected grapes to 
burn in the sun. Growers say that 
unless the problem of eradication is 
solved soon, the crop will be 50 per 
cent short. 

District Attorney Wachhorst of Sac¬ 


ramento has received an opinion from 
Attorney General Webb that churches 
are not exempt from taxation if they 
are rented for concerts and lectures. 
The opinion extends only to those 
churches which rent their premises 
for purposes other than religious wor¬ 
ship, and does not decide whether a 
church shall be exempt from taxation 
if it is used for lectures when a rental 
is not charged. 

The official order removing the bar¬ 
riers to automobile traffic in the 
Yosemite Valley which was expected 
to be issue so that motorists could 
enter the reserve immediately has 
failed to materialize. In its stead an 
announcement was made that, owing 
to the failure of the printed regula¬ 
tions to reach Major Littebrandt, 
guardian of the park, he has decided 
to postpone the opening of the Coul- 
terville road until next Monday, June 
15th. From unofficial sources it is 
understood that the regulations for 
motor vehicles in the valley are to be 
practically the same as those of last 
season, although some amendments 
will no doubt be made when the Wa- 
wona roadway is opened, next month. 

Dr. George Frederick Reinhardt, pro¬ 
fessor of hygiene, head of the Uni¬ 
versity Infirmary and University phy¬ 
sician at the University of California 
for the last eleven years, died a few 
days ago at the University Infirmary. 
The cause of his death was given as 
general infection and lung complica¬ 
tions, the result of infection from a 
carbuncle. He was ill only a few 
days. Dr. Reinhardt was 45 years old 
and a native of Iowa. He was grad¬ 
uated from the University of Califor¬ 
nia in 1897. For one term he was 
president of the State Board of Med¬ 
ical Examiners, and was Health Of¬ 
ficer in Berkeley for a number of 
years. He had complete charge of all 
health matters at the University of 
California. The infirmary system was 
established by him in 1906. 

With four separate courses in which 
a wide variety of subjects are to be 
considered, the farmers’ short courses 
at the University Farm at Davis will 
open on October 5th for five weeks, 
according to an announcement made 
by the College of Agriculture of the 
University of California. In all there 
are to be 293 lectures and 258 prac¬ 
tical exercises to meet the require¬ 
ments in a State which has the most 
diverse agricultural field of any In the 
Union. The school this year will offer 
instruction in agriculture, horticulture, 
poultry husbandry and dairy manufac¬ 
tures. The three courses previously 
given—general agriculture, dairy pro¬ 
duction and live stock production— 
have been combined in such a way 
that all the work is included in the 
one course called “agriculture.” 

That in this country he has found a 
business depression, but the promise 
of the greatest crops ever known in 
history, while in Europe all countries 
are entering upon an era of great 
prosperity, is the message brought 
back to San Francisco by President 
Isidor Jacobs of the California Can¬ 
neries Company. He has been mak¬ 
ing an extended trip through both the 
United States and various European 
countries in the interests of California 
canned products, for which he sees a 
tremendous future with the opening 
of the Panama canal. He believes 
that the canal will bring many Euro¬ 
peans to this State to settle, but that 
regular steamer service will not be 
established before next year. Regard¬ 
ing the exposition, the returned San 
Franciscan says that the refusal of 
Germany and England to participate 
ga’-e great advertising to it through¬ 
out Europe.
